other “high misdemeanors” in office 
brought against him by the House. 
The judge appeared at the bar of 
the Senate both in person and through 
counsel. 
He entered general and spe­ 
cific denials of 
the allegations 
set 
forth in the five articles of impeach­ 
ment approved by the House and con­ 
tended that even if they 
were 
true 
they did not 
constitute 
impeachable 
offenses. 
Pictures State Of Civil War 
Flatly denying that 
he had 
com­ 
mitted any act as judge for the benefit 
of his friends, members of his family 
or anyone else, Judge 
English 
de­ 
clared that all times he “discharged 
his duties honestly, conscientiously and 
without partiality and according to 
law, to the best of his ability.” 
A “state of civil W ar” in Southern 
Illinois in August, 1922, during the 
shopmen’s strike, and his efforts to 
avert “a repetition of the Herrin mas­ 
sacre” were pictured by Judge George 
W. English in his answer. 
In denying 
allegations 
that 
he 
usurped authority and oppressively 
and 
tyrannically 
threatened 
and 
abused certain 
Illinois 
sheriffs and 
state’s attorneys and the 
Mayor 
of 
Wamac, Illinois, in his courtroom on 
August I, 1922, the jurist declared he 
did “talk vigorously and earnestly” to 
those officials. 
He explained he did 
so because of labor disorders and be­ 
cause life and property were in dan­ 
ger. 
One life already had been taken 
in disorders, he pointed out, and he 
had seen fit to issue an injunction to 
prevent interference with operators of 
trains.

“'While th e Child Health dem onstra­ 
tion last Saturday very impressively 
demonstrated the possibilities for child 
welfare, parents must not forget that 
•very day of the year should be Child 
Health Day. 
It is the accumulation 
of good health habits during baby­ 
hood, early childhood and adolescence 
which results in the robust health so 
necessary' to fight successfully life’s 
battles and enjoy the conflict. 
“ Child-health habits are up to the 
“■parents. 
Children do no t kmtw what 
is tho best for them and can not be 
blamed if they do the improper thing. 
With the fret* information available, 
both from the State Department of 
Health and the United States Public 
Health Service, with your physician 
just around the corner and with the 
eloquent, annual lesson of May Day, 
there is no excuse for the existence of 
living Conditions and habits th a t im* 
pair vitality and thus handicap little 
children. 
“Don’t overlook the safety factor 
either. 
Last year in America traffic 
killed no less than 7,(XX) youngsters— 
a num ber equal to 20 per cent of all 
the men in the United States killed in 
battle in th'e World W ar.

*ort to remove a postm aster in the fur 
West. 
In striking contrast to the record 
>f Senator Pepper is the public record 
if Gifford Pinchot. 
Of Pinchot, as a Federal official, 
President Roosevelt in 1910, wrote 
hat he was: 
“The leader among all men in 
public office—and the aggressive 
hard hitting loader—of all the

Mrs. VV. B. Bemiller Hurt in Col­ 
lision 
Near 
Abbottstown— 
Occupants of Other Machine 
Drive Off Without Helping. 


One woman was seriously injured 
when two automobiles collided on the 
Abbottstown-Hanovor road at 4 o’clock 
Sunday afternoon. 
Mrs. Murray Miller, of near West­ 
minster, suffered a fractured shoulder, 
fractured libs and possible internal 
injuries, when the car, driven by her 
husband, turned over twice, after be­ 
ing sideswiped. 
Tho other machine, which is alleged 
by residents of Abbottstown to have 
been responsible for the accident, con­ 
tained a man and a woman.

Mrs. W. B. Bom iller,

ter, Md., sustained 
injuries and a 
probable fracture of one or more 
ribs yesterday afternoon when a Du­ 
rant t ouring car occupied by her hus­ 
band, herself and child was struck by 
another machine bearing a Maryland 
license. The accident happened about 
a mile north of Abbottstown. 
The 
other car, a Ford coupe, is said to 
have sideswiped the Durant machine, 
causing it to overturn.

car. 
They did not wait to render aid 
to the Bemiller family.

C. Ciabbs, Hanover, wras immediately 
notified of the affair and that the 
Ford was coming towards Hanover.
